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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection of claims 1, 2, 8, 9, and 17 under 35 (JSC 112 
2nd para, is withdrawn. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in conditio n for allowance because: The rejection over Tian et al. is maintained 
because it is not clear that the examples of the prior art have the same molecular architecture as Tian. Thus, they are not telling as to 
the heat of fusion of Tian's polymers. The rejection over the Bennet article is maintained because while even if Applicant is correct that 
the poly(dioxanone-co-glycolide) after endcapping with a diisocyanate has a molecular weight that is too low, the endgroups are 
subsequently attached to another PDO/G* polymer, which is understood to increase the molecular weight above the required 5 kDa. The 
rejecions over the Bennet patent are maintained. Applicant argues that the polymers of the Bennet 907 patent are not suitible for use as 
an absorbable sealant. However, the composition of the Bennet patent nonetheless has all of the requisite components of instantly 
claimed composition, including, in at least some embodiments of Bennet 907 patent, the polymer of instant claims. The rejection over 
Tian in view of the 669 patent is maintained for the same reasons as the rejections over Tian alone. The rejection over the Bennet 907 
patent in view of Setterstrom are maintained for the same reasons as the rejections over the 907 patent alone. 
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
